CHAIRMAN’S COMMENTS

On behalf of the entire Arkansas Crime Victims Reparations Board (ACVRB) and its staff members, it is my
distinct honor and privilege to present the ACVRB 2021 Annual Report. This report covers the activities of
the ACVRB from January 1, 2021 through December 31, 2021. The Board and staff strive to provide timely
and much needed financial assistance to the citizens of Arkansas who have suffered personal injury or loss as

a result of a violent crime.

This report overviews the ACVRB mission and goals, identifies Board members and staff, provides a summary
of claims received and awarded, and covers total compensation paid out to Crime Victims and Sexual Assault
Victims. The report also provides a county-by-county breakdown of the number of awarded claims and

compensation received by citizens of each Arkansas county, plus some examples of types of financial assistance
paid out by the ACRVB.

The ACVRB relies heavily on AOJ and VOCA grant funds, which have simply been inadequate in meeting the
needs of all the claims received by the ACVRB. In the past, the Arkansas Attorney General has very graciously
provided some additional funding. For fiscal year 2021-22, we are very thankful to Governor Asa Hutchinson
for additional support from his restricted reserve fund in the amount of $2 million! The funds were pro-rated
for Crime Victims and Sexual Assault Victims awards, and this support has helped us tremendously in meeting

the demands of claims received.

The ACVRB continues to be housed administratively under the Arkansas Department of Public Safety, and we
are very grateful for the continued leadership and support of Jami Cook, Secretary of the Department of Public
Safety. We also want to recognize Lt. Colonel Tim K’Nuckles, Deputy Director, Administrative Operations,
Arkansas State Police (ASP); Lester Hankins, Chief of Staff, DPS; and Cody Hiland, Attorney, DPS for all their
wisdom and guidance to the ACVRB particularly as it relates to the budgeting process as we work to fulfill our
Mission and Goals. Under the leadership of Staff Attorney Amanda Yarbrough, some important
accomplishments of 2021 were the development of a new Sexual Assault Claim form as well as the
promulgation of rules governing Sexual Assault claims; these rules were approved by the Legislative Sub-
Committee and will become effective 1/1/22. Operations have continued at full capacity in spite of the
COVID-19 pandemic and the staff has continued to work diligently!!l ACVRB staff is now on the verge of a
conversion to processing all claims electronically, so we look forward to new challenges and successes in 2022.

VICTIM PAYOUTS

Two Pulaski County women, a 61-year-old mother and a 31-year-old daughter were
both shot multiple times and died as a result. The Crime Victims’ Program was able
to assist with funeral expenses, reimbursement for temporary guardianship fees, and
school tuition for the young woman’s two children.

A 24-year-old Jackson County woman was abducted while jogging and murdered by
her neighbor. The Crime Victims’ Program was able to assist with funeral expenses.

A 13-year-old Pulaski County girl was standing in the doorway of her home and was
fatally shot. The Crime Victims’ Program was able to assist with funeral expenses.

A 27-year-old Garland County man suffered injuries when he was struck in the head
with a metal pipe. The Crime Victims’ Program was able to assist with medical
expenses.

A 41-year-old Washington County woman was a victim of domestic assault by her
husband. The Crime Victims’ Program was able to assist with medical expenses.

A 41-year-old Faulkner County woman was a victim of domestic assault by her
husband and sustained fractured ribs and a collapsed lung. The Crime Victims’
Program was able to assist with medical expenses and work loss.

A 67-year-old Washington County woman was a passenger in a vehicle and sustained
multiple traumatic injuries including broken bones when her vehicle was hit by another
vehicle being operated by a driver who was under the influence. The Crime Victims’
Program was able to assist with medical expenses.

A 25-year-old Lee County man was shot by one of his acquaintances and died as a
result. The Crime Victims’ Program was able to assist the family with funeral expenses.

A 40-year-old Hempstead County man was operating his vehicle when it was struck by
another vehicle being operated by a drunk driver, who then fled the scene. The Crime
Victims’ Program was able to assist with medical expenses.
